Washington, November 28.—()— 
Purchase and distribution of medicinal 
whisky by a private corporation, as 
tg osc y the treasury department, 
n its last recommendation on the 
subject, was approved today by 
Wayne B. Wheeler of the Anti-Sa- 
loon league. In a statement announc- 
ing a meeting of the legislative com- 
mittee of the league this week to 
consider such proposals, Wheeler de- 
clared he knew of no opposition to the 
department’s proposal, provided the 
activities of the private corporation 
bt condueted under existing regula- 
ions. 

“There was opposition to the orig- 
inal plan for government ownership 
and distribution,’’ he explained. “The 
secretary of the treasury never in- 
dorsed this plan. If the last bill pro- 
posed includes the authority needed 
to limit the distilleries that may open, 
this will go far to settle the question 
as to whether it is best to buy liquors 
abroad or manufacture them in the 
United States, It is an added reason 
for early action on the bill which Gen- 
eral Andrews requested. 

Automobile salesmen and manufac- 
turers are unduly disturbed, Wheeler 
said, over the recent decision of the 
supreme court authorizing the forfei- 
ture of automobiles under the old 
internal revenue laws when seized 
for rum-running. Their fear that au- 
tomobiles innocently sold on the in- 
stallment plan would be a total loss 
when so seized, were not well founded, 
he stated.

North Carolina 
Textile Mills 
To Fight Taxes 


Charlotte, N. C., November 28.—(/) 
Textile enterprises in North Carolina 
have issued a warning that they will 
not stand a further imposition of lo- 
cal taxes since the post-war prosperity 
enjoyed by the textile mills until 1920 
has entirely disappeared. 

This “warning” was embraced in a 
report of the committee on taxation at 
the fall meeting of the North Carolina 
Cotton Manufacturers’ association held 
at Pinehurst Saturday. The report as 
submitted by Bernard M. Cone, of 
Greensboro, chairman of the commit- 
tee, was unanimously adopted by the 
association. 

The committee’s report was made in 
view of the approaching 1927 session 
of the North Carolina legislature, and 
in view of the fact that 1927 is the 
year for the revaluation of local assess- 
nents, 

“It is the recollection of your chair- 
man,” the report says, “‘that in the 
revaluation of 1920 the assessment of 
cotton mill properties was about 
quadrupled as against the assessment 
on other classes of property being 
merely doubled. 

“This was probably due to thé fact 
that at that time the cotton miils 
were continuing to enjoy the general 
prosperity of the immediate post-war 
years. It is a strange fact that while 
prosperity has been on a constantly 
declining basis since 1920, until for 
the years 1924-25-26 it has entirely 
evaporated, local taxes, on the other 
hend have been on a constantly as- 
cending scale until, aside from the in- 
come taxes paid to the state and fed- 
eral governments, the local taxes paid 
by many of our cotton mills amounts 
to more than is left for the mills them- 
selves.

Mere man no\s cannot hold office in 
Marietta unless the women approve of 
him and his policies, 


The above statement requires a 
little bit of elucidation in the fact that 
women came te the top when they 
tactfully undertook to put over the 

. bond issue and build a new 
high school. Each woman took un- 
der her wimg five neighborhood wom- 
en to explain the situation, urging 
them to place their votes correctly. 
Every arrangement was made to con- 
vey them to the polls on election day, 
with boys, girls and mothers on duty 
to lend an appealing note to the 


project. 
In the Round-Up. 

In the round-up there were only 
41 votes cast against bonds, This did 
not imply there was not great opposi- 
tion, but the fear of woman present at 
the polls and seeking educational ad- 
vantages for her children, caused the 
men to dread meeting these militant 
voters, 

The bond issue went over with a 
b-a-n-g! 

The new high school stands as a 
monument to their victorious efforts. 
On the fly lear of the first school an- 
nual, published after the completion 
of the school, an expression of ap- 
préciation gave c.cot to Mrs. Ralph 
Northcutt, Mrs. Mac Fowler and the 
women of *farietta. Since they hold 
the ballot of yvo'e, Marietta women 
propose to change the city’s anti- 
quated charter, which does not even 
call for a sanitary department. This 
of course will never do in these mod- 
ern times. Instead of flaunting their 
prejudices in the face of Cobb county 
representatives set °. their opinions, 
they skirted around and _= studied 
franchises of several progressive cities, 
drawing up one to suit Marietta’s re- 
quirements, which met the indorse- 
ment of mayor, council, boards of 
light, water and education. An over- 
whelming number of names were sign- 
ed to the petition, showing that the 
masses desired a new. form of govern- 
ment. 

Women Strike Soag. 

But here they struck a snag! 

First it has to be introduced in the 
Georgia assembly by Cobb county 
legislators before the senate passs 
upon it. Although pressure was 
brought to bear. the legislators de- 
clined to offer. the measure allowing 
Marietta citizens to vote for or agvuinst 
the new franchise. 

The women contend politics lay at 
the bottom of their rebuff, saying 
that the ridiculous part of it is that 
none of these representatives explain- 
ed why the docum. :t was _ fought, 
when they appeared before the Wom- 
an’s club for this specific purpose. 

Suffice it to say, uo member of the 
former political ring has. held office 
since. Nor did they even offer for 
relection. The voice of the women had 
sent shudderiug reverberations through 
Marietta. 

A vacancy occurred not long ago un 
the police force, subject to appoint- 
ment by the chief. The name of a 
candidate went forth who failed to 


measure up to the standard of 
feminine voters. 

“T’ve decided not to have any police 
force,” stated the chief. “The women 
have telephoned me and worried me 
nearly to death,” 

The blue uniformed appointee, 
modeled after the one large police- 
man whom Thomas Cadett, The Con- 
stitution’s English journalist, saw on 
the streets of Atlanta, met the ap- 
proval of the women. , 


One-Way Traffic Law. 


Recently, it became necessary to 
have a one-way traffic law around 
the little square which figures con- 
spicuously in the moving picture rela- 
tive té6é The General, the old wood 
burning engine of civil war fame. 
Regulations drawn up by the 1-.ayor 
and council were entirelv satisfactory 
to the women. ‘The law affected some 
more than others, One resident c!uim- 
ed that one-way traffic directed cus- 
tomers away from his place of busi- 
ness. Many citizens appeared before 
council fully determined to state their 
opposition to the-law going into effect, 
but failed to voice their sentiments. 
When queried about their stand, the 
men stated that the women were all 
for it, so there wasn’t any use to 
fight. Marietta’s traffic law went 
into immediate effect.

When I followed my father and 
mother to their last resting place 
I realized that. sooner or later, 
we must all follow in their foot- 
steps. It thas been my earnest 
desire to profit by the wonderful 
example of right living established 
by them during long and useful 
lives, and when the time comes I 
am not afraid to die and shall be 
ready to meet them in their eter- 
nal home. 

For the people of Chickamauga 
and Walker county, and the sev- 
enth congressional district, 1 have 
the fondest affection. They have 
honored and trusted me for years 
in a public way. I have always 
cherished this confidence. placed 
in me and tried to be worthy of 
it, and I hope, have accomplished 
something in return that has 
added to their prosperity and 
happiness. ‘ 

To the people of my dear state, 
Georgia, I wish to say they have 
flowing in their veins the best 
and purest blood of American life. 
They are wonderfully blessed with 
churches, schools and _ colleges.

and milk and cream and butter that 
ought to be one the table three times 
a day have ceased to be a part of 
the diet of many farmers; the orchard 
has been cut dewn to give more ground 
to raise cotton and the needed raw 
fresh fruit the farmer denies himself 
and- family; chickens, _turkeys and 
other poultry can be raised with but 
little trouble, but some farmers even 
go to town te buy cold-storage eggs 
when the doctor prescribes them; all 
the game has been killed off; and the 


“smokehouse” has rotted down, while 
the southern farmer buys western 
meat. 

Some years ago Alfred McCann 
wrote a book on “Starving America, 
in which he expressed pity for the 
city dweller who lived on devitalized 
foods, as white bread, white rice, 
white sugar, white potatoes, margarine 


farmers.* Wit! the finest truck farm-| 


All city people, however, do not eat 
the proper foods, largely through ig- 
noerance and partly because the sup- 
ply of milk, butter, eggs, fresh fruits 
and vegetables is not sufficient to meet 
the demand, and they are expensire. 
The farmer has the opportunity to 
become healthy and prosperous, and 
once more “enjoy the glorious privi- 
ege of independence” if he will raise 
enough wheat, corn, cattle, vegetables 
and fruits first to supply the needs 
of his family and then sell the sur- 
plus. Think of how much the farmer 
would save each year if he did not 
buy devitalized foods, i. e., white flour. 
white meal, bacon, canned fruits and 
canned vegetables, not to mention how 
much healthier and happier his fam- 
ily would be if there were milk cows 
chickens and turkeys, fruit trees and 
a garden on every farm. There is 
always a market for milk, cream, but- 
ter, eggs, vegetables and fruits, even 
in the small towns; and if there is 
enough of any of these farm pfoduets 
raised in any country to warrant co- 
operative marketing the packing 
houses will be only to glad to pro- 
vide storage facilities for handling 
them. Many well-informed farmers 
say that it will be years before it 
can be profitable to raise cotton; and 
it would be well for the farmer to live 
on home-raised products and produce 
a surplus of milk, butter, poultry, 
eggs, vegetables and fruits of whie 
there is a shortage. and for which 
there is a growing demand. 
McCullom, the Johns Hopkins. ex- 
pert on nutrition.. says that every 
man, woman and child needs from one 
pint te one quart of milk, one raw 
vegetable, one raw fruit and two ecock- 
ed green vegetables a day; and in 
addition, one should eat enough of 
whole wheat bread or country ground 
cérn meal bread and meat for the 
daily needs, the amounts dependfrag 
upon the work performed or the ex- 
ercises taken by the individual. Every 
other expert on nutrition of any 
standing in the United States agrees 
to this standard of diet and the pub- 
lic is becoming educated on rational 
eating. The newspapers are perform- 
ing a great public service in publish- 
ing many excellent articles on diet 
and nutrition; and they can add te 
the health, prosperity and happiness 
of the south by teaching the farmers 
of the necessity for having a milk 
cow, a chicken yard, a garden, a 
wheat and corn patch, and an orchard 
on every farm. Likewise the farmer 
should be made to realize that he is 
committing ‘slow economic and nu- 
tritional suicide by not raising, and 
having ground as he needs it, enough 
wheat and corn for the needs of every 
ma. woman and child on his farm,

Christian Unity 
Need of World, 
Says Rev. Belk 


“The warld doesn’t judge us by what 
we say, but what we do,” said Rev. 
S. R. Belk, pastor of Grace Method- 
ist Episcopal church, south, in a 
forceful sermon Sunday night, before 
a large congregation, taking his text 
from the Acts of the Apostles’, 38th 
verse: “And He went about doing 
good,” 

Stressing the necessity of unity of 
purpose in order that greater - good 
could be accomplished for the Mas- 
ter, Rev. Belk declared that all Chris- 
tians, regardless of their religious 
faiths, should come together in an ef- 
fort to realize the duties imposed upon 
them, and to work for that single 
purpose. 

“Religion is doing our full duty first 
where our lot falls and what God 
commands us to do,” said Rey. Dr. 
Belk. “The mother will find her duty 
in caring for her children and the like, 
the father in supporting his family; 
the minister will find his in eight 
hours work a day for the Master, the 
physician will find his in the sick 
chamber, and so on. But in the end 
it’s such a great thing, my friends, to 
just keep going about doing good. A 
man can be a good man in one place 
as well as in another if he possesses 
the spirit of the Saviour. : 

“Yo.: know, men, we've got an idea 
that the Ten Commandments were 
written for some higher saints. And 
we have an idea they were written 
for just the good folks. But they were 
not. They were written for all of us 
alike, white and black, Methodist, Bap- 
tist, Presbyterian, Episcopalian, or 
whatever your religion may be. 

“Religion, then, is to the heart just 
what health is to the body. The great- 
est science in the world, is the science 
of living in the righteous way every 
day. Science is the demonstration of 
a thing: religion is a demonstration of 
the Godly life.” 

Preceding his sermon, Rev. Dr. Belk 
informed the congregation that he and

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orkings of High 
Finance Explained 


N. Y. Stock Exchange, One of World’s Great- 
est Markets, Is One of Least Understood. 


* 


This is the second of two articles 
explaining the purpose and workings 
of the New York Stock Exchange, and 
stock exchanges in general. The arti- 
cles are intended for the layman who 
knows little about the intricacies of 
high finance and are written so he can 
easily’ understand them. The first 
article, in The Constitution Sunday. 
told the use of the stock exchange and 
its relation to corporation develop- 
ment.—Editor.

The selling price of seats on the New 
York Stock Exchange is rising rapid- 
ly. The price at present is well above 
$150,000, it was indicated the other 
day, when a seat changed hands, Last 
year 84 of these seats were trans- 
ferred, with the price ranging from 
$99,00 to $150,000. In 1921 the ave- 
rage price was $77,000, which shows 
how increasingly valuable membership 
in this organization is becoming. 

Why? What is the significance of 
a membership in the exchange? 

It carries with it the privilege of 
doing business in the world’s biggest 
and busiest financial market place, 
where milliens in securities change 
hands with less ado than is attached 
to the sale of a bag of potatoes in a 
grocery store. 

In effect, a seat on a stock ex- 
change entitles the owner, either in 
person or through a duly authorized 
agent, to transact buying and selling 
of the issues listed on that exchange. 
The ownerShip of a seat is a contract 
to carry on a legitimate business with 
fellow-mem bers. 

The stock exchange itself has noth- 
jing to sell, nothing to buy. It is 
‘really a cooperative association. With 
these conditions prevailing, it should 
not be so hard to understand how 
more than 2,000,000 shares of stock 
can be bought and sold in the period 
of a five-hour day. | 

A Sale Is Simple Matter. 

The completion of a sale on the 
stock exchange is really a simple mat- 
ter. The customer of a broker who 
is a member of the exchange makes 
known his desire to purchase a cer- 
tain number of shares of a certain 
issue, ‘The order may be placed in 
New York or almost any other city 
in the country. 

Communication is established with 
the broker’s representative at the 
stock exchange. This representative, 
if some other broker has not already 
offered to sell this particular stock, 
will make known his desire to pur- 
chase a certain number of shares of 
this issue at a certain figure. The 
figures he mentions is usually a frac- 
tion lower than he is actually willing 
to pay. 

If ‘no offer of sale is forthcoming 


at this figure, there usually is one at 
a price slightly above it. This offer 
may be taken or set aside temporarily. 
But there are few reasonable offers to 
sell or buy that are not taken before 
the close of a session, for the factors 
that determine the price of a stock 
for the day are numerous and shift- 
ing and there is always someone 
willing to sell what the other fellow 
wants, and vice-versa, 


“Trading” Explained. 


If the. sale is completed, at that 
time there is no actual delivery of 
anything other than a memorandum, 
with each party in the transaction 
making out his own memo. For ex- 
ample: Snfith, Jones and Brown, 
three individual members of the ex- 
change, can do business together much 
faster if they do it by memo and 
strike a balance at the close of the 
day than if they were to carry each 
transaction through at the time it is 
mace, 

The members of an exchange know 
that Jones’ word is as good as his 
certificate of stock in a transaction, 
for he is a member of the exchange 
and is bound by the rules of the as- 
sociation. He must live up to these 
rules, and carry out his agreements 
or forfeit his membership. 

Smith and Brown, in the course vf 
an ordinary day on the exchange, will 
have had many transactions in the 
same stock, United States Steel com- 
mon, for example. Both undoubtedly 
have bought from and sold to the 
other party many lots of the stock. 
The price on each transaction may be 
slightly different. But with the memos 
of the transactions it is not difficult 
for Brown’s skilled office force to fig- 
ure out just what Smith owes him, 
or vice-versa, 

Few: Change Hands. 

While the transaction of these two 
in one particular stock may amount 
to many thousands of shares in one 
day, it may be found at the end of 
the day fhat the difference in the 
number of shares bought and sold is 
really very small and that while 20,- 
000 shares may have been traded be- 
tween the two parties, the difference 
between buying and selling is actually 
only two or three hundred shares. 

This system leads to complica’ J 
bookkeeping, but it makes possible a 
tremendous volume of business. It 
would be impossible were it not for 
the fact that the members of the erx- 
change are under a working and co- 
operative agreement and that each 
member can have fullest confidence in 
the other to carry through, if neces- 
sary, the actual delivery of stock cer- 
tificates. 

The average trader, or customer of 
a broker, does not expect or want act- 
ual delivery of the stock into his own 
hands. Most traders do not expect to

How Stock Is Listed. 

The shares of stock and the bonds 
which are traded on an exchange are 
“admitted to trading” only after strict 
examination by the members of the 
exchange. The stock is listed at the 
request of the officers of the company, 
who must agree to the rules of the 
exchange concerning the making pub- 
lic at stated intervals the financial 
condition of the company. 

To give some idea of the immense 
volume of business listed for trading 
on the New York stock exchange, the 
following figures are cited: On Jan- 
uary 1, 1926, there were listed a total 
of 491,615,837 shares, which had a 
total market value at that time of 
$34.489, 227,125. , 

The par value of all bonds listed 
on the exchange was $36,995,0S0,553. 
These bonds had a market value at 
that time of $35,509,211,458.

AIL EARNINGS 
NEAR HIGH RECORD 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 

New York, November 28.—Advance 
October earnings statements of rail- 
roads now coming to hand indicate a 
high record for all time for this month 
with 1926 as a whole the best year for 
the carriers since the ending in 1920 
of war-time government control. 

Qa the basis of the earnings al- 
ready reported Northern Pacific is ex- 
pected to earn for 1926 a fraction over 
$8 a share for its stock. Eliminating 


‘functions in each case, Great North- 
ern is expected to earn this $V a} 


share for its stock, Illinois Central 
$12, Southern Pacific $13, Frisco $15, 
Pere Marquette $15, Baltimore & 
Ohio $16, Southern Railway $16, Un- 
ion Pacifie $17, Nickel Plate $22, 
Chesapeake & Ohio $23, Norfolk & 
Western $25. 

On the basis of existing selling 
prices Southern Pacific offers dn in- 
come return of 5.6 per cent, Baltimore 
& Ohio 5.8 per cent, Nickel Plate 5.8 
per cent, Illinois Central 5.8 per cent, 
Union. Pacific 6.2 per cent, Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern 6.3 per 
ceat, Pere Marquette 7.2 per cent, 
Frisco 7.2 per cent and Chesapeake & 
Oho 7.4 per cent. 

Investment Fund Surplus. 


_From the very heavy oversubscrip- 
tions received for the recent offering 
of Standard Oil of New Jersey bonds 
at a price where the income return 
was less than 5 per cent and from 
even later bond and money market evi- 
dence there is a great surplus of idle 
investment funds in this country seek- 
ing employment. 

Within the past fortnight there was 
a meeting here of railway presidents 
from all parts of the country. In 
discussing the outlook the executive 
head of New York Central said:

$5.196,000,000 or $750,000,000 an- 
nually. 

Improvements Needed. 

It is no secret in well-informed 
Wall street railroad circles that the 
railroads are going to be called on 
within the next few years to raise 
even more money for additions to ex- 
isting track, for yards and extensive 
terminal improvements. In discuss- 
ing this question John J. Cornwell, 
general counsel for Baltimore & Ohio, 
asks: “What form should future 
railroad securities take? © 


“It ig most important that future 
railroad financing should be done 
through the issue and sale of capital 
stock rather than by bonds except for 
refunding purposes. To continue bond- 
ing railroad properties would mean 
that most of them would be top-heavy 
very soon in their financial struc- 
ture, Some are already approaching 
that point. 


“Ttgilroads, like individuals, cannot 
go on borrowing money indefinitely. 
Therefore, it is not only desirable 
but necessary that futwre railroad 
financing be done largely through sale 
of additional stock. To be sold stock 
must pay fair dividends and there 
must be reasonable assurance that 
it will continue to do so.. It must 
have a good dividénhd record behind it 
rg he good future prospect in front 
of it.
